Upland City Council Monday night 
designated a $106,800 housing im- 
provement program as the top- 
priority project for funding under 
the federal Housing and Community 
Development Act. ; 

The city is expected to receive 
$267,000 through a joint application 
with San Bernardino County under 
the second year of the federally 
funded program. 

Second priority is park acquisi- 
tion, $58,740: followed by senior 
citizens center improvements, $37,- 
380; removal of physical barriers 
for handicapped people, $21,360; in- 
stallation of a traffic signal at Cam- 
pus Avenue and Pine Street, $16,000; 
and project administrative costs, 
$26,700. 

The list of priorities was for- 
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mulated by the Community Par- 
ticipation Advisory Committee, 
headed by Loren Sanchez. 

The housing improvement 
program is aimed at upgrading the 
quality of housing in the southeast 
section of Upland through a com- 
bination of loans and grants to in- 
dividuals. 

Administrative specialist Mike 
Matlock said aid would concentrate 
on essential health and safety items 
such as electrical wiring, plumbing 
and roofing rather than ‘‘cosmetic”’ 
remodeling. 

Under the federal funds the city 
also is considering purchasing a 
park on Arrow Highway south of 
Memorial Park. The three or four- 
acre park could be used for soccer 
fields or the city could designate the 
funds for further development of 


Memorial Park, Matlock noted. 

The city has been granted funds to 
purchase a senior citizen center un- 
der the first year of the federal 
program, but the funds will not 
cover rehabilitation, he said. 

The council will request $37,380 to 
put the center ‘‘in top condition,” in- 
cluding providing kitchen facilities 
and enclosing a section of the 
building for social welfare agency 
offices. The center is being es- 
tablished in the old post office facili- 
ty. 

Matlock said the city would use 
federal funds to. study necessary 
changes to accommodate han- 
dicapped residents. 

Removal of architectural barriers 
would include providing telephones 
at a height suitable for wheelchairs, 
ramps for access to curbs, and 


restroom facilities for wheelchair 
users. 

Installation of a pedestrian signal 
at Campus Avenue and Pine Street 
would provide increased use of 
Campus Reservoir Park by Los 
Olivos residents, he said. The $16,- 
000 project would provide increased 
park and recreational facilities 
needed for the Los Olivos area. 

Matlock estimated administration 
of the five projects would cost the 
city $26,700, which also would cover 
required advertising and a com- 
prehensive public information ser- 
vice for the housing improvement 
program. 

In approving the funding 
priorities, council members said 
considerably more work will be 
done to formulate specific plans for 
each project. 


The Community Participation Ad- 
visory Committee and local 
residents will be encouraged to help 
determine individual projects. 


The citizens committee noted a 
need in Upland for housing oppor- 
tunities especially for senior 
citizens ‘‘who have outgrown the 
need for a large house but still need 
a place to live.”’ 


The committee said housing op- 
portunities for older residents are 
important although not specifically 
falling under the purpose of the 
Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Act which was planned to im- 
prove the environment for low in- 
come residents. ;

Base station hospital 


San Antonio ok’d 
for paramedics 


San Antonio Hospital, Upland has 
been approved by the San Bernar- 
dino County Board of Supervisors as 
a base station hospital for the 
paramedic program. 

The hospital will receive final ap- 
proval after necessary telecom- 
munications equipment is installed 
and tested ‘‘around the first of the 
vear,”’ according to George Meier, 
San Bernardino County medical ser- 
vices coordinator. 

Doctors’ Hospital of Montclair 
also has been approved as base 
hospital for the paramedic program. 

San Bernardino and Riverside 
counties are participating in a joint 
paramedic training program. 
Fifteen employes of fire 
departments and private ambulance 
companies in the two counties have 
begun a six-month course to learn 
how to provide emergency medical 
care at the scene of an emergency 
and during transport to a hospital. 

Students also will learn to use the 
communications system linking the 
ambulance and physician or mobile 
intensive care nurse at the receiving 
hospital. 

The biomedical telemetry unit 
records medical problems occurring 
miles away, allowing the physician 
to direct the patients’ care even 
before they reach the hospital. 

Paramedics will follow the 
physician’s instructions through the 
communications sytem. Paramedic 
training includes lectures at 
Riverside hospitals and practical 
training at local hospitals. 

The course is funded through a 
Robert Wood Johnson Foundation 
grant to improve emergency health 
care. The cost training paramedics 
is estimated $1,050 per medic. San 
Bernardino County presently has 32 
certified medics. 

Mobile intensive care paramedic 
nurses also are being trained. The 
first class of nurses will provide a 
nucleus to staff base station 
hospitals, according to A. G. Goude, 
acting director of Public Health. 

Goude said public health officials 
are working to certify paramedics 
on a regional basis so they would be 
able to work across county lines 
especially in areas of low 
population. 

Officials also are working on 


standardizing paramedic 
procedures, approving drug lists and 
reporting forms, and providing tor 
continued training 

“If we work together, by the end 
of this year we should approach a 
smoothly working mobile intensive 
care system that will save many 
lives for the people of San 
Bernardino County,’ Goude 
commented.

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City election 
filing begins 


Filing begins today for candidates 
for the City Council seats presently 
held by Mayor Abner Haldeman and 
Councilman George Gibson and for 
the positions of city clerk and city 
treasurer. 

Voters will determine all four 
positions in the March 2 election, 
which will be the first major elec- 
tion under new laws requiring 
ballots and official voter informa- 
tion to be printed in Spanish as well 
as English. 

Prospective candidates for 
mayor, council, city clerk or city 
treasurer may file 8 a.m. - 5 p.m. to- 
day through Dec. 24 in the city 
clerk’s office at City Hall. Can- 
didates must be registered to vote in 
Upland. 

Under a new state law, the filing 
period will be extended to Dec. 30 
for any position in which the incum- 
bent does not file for reelection, ac- 
cording to City Clerk Dee 
Carpenter 

The City Council dropped the can- 
didate filing fee under an ordinance 
effective at the time of second 
reading last Monday night. 

A previous provision allowed 
needy candidates to gather 100 
signatures in place of the $25 filing 
fee which reimbursed the city for 
processing filing forms. 

Mrs. Carpenter requested the 
council to drop the filing fee since 
the amount of time necessary to 
check the additional signatures 
defeated the purpose of the filing 
fee 

Councilman Hal Bailin dissented 
from the action and said the filing 
fee prevents people from using the 
election merely to gain publicity. 

Neither City Council candidate 
had declared candidacy at press 
time, but both were expected to 
decide whether to run within the 
first few days of the filing period. 

Councilman George Gibson has 
served 12 years, on the council in- 
cluding four years as_ council- 
appointed mayor and two years as 
mayor pro tem.

Mayor Abner Haldernan has serv- 
ed on the council 14 years including 
six years as council-designated 
mayor and four years as elected 
mayor.

For the first time in a city election 
the order of names on the ballots 
will be determined by a random 
drawing by California Secretary of 
State March Fong. Incumbents 
traditionally have been listed first 
with the remaining candidates in 
alphabetical order 

Candidates can file for only one of- 
fice and cannot withdraw the can- 
didacy once it is filed with the city 
clerk 

A statement disclosing the can- 
didate’s investments and property is 
required by the California Govern- 
ment Code 

Ballots, polling information and 
candidates’ statements mailed with 
the sample ballot will all be printed 
in Spanish as well as English to con- 
form with a new law affecting coun- 
ties with large minority populations. 

Mrs. Carpenter estimated the cost 
of candidates’ statements at $250 
but said candidates are not required 
to provide a statement to be mailed 
with sample ballots. 

Voter registration for the March 2 
municipal election will close 
February 2. 

Upland will have automatic voting 
machines and a computer at City 
Hall for faster tallying of votes, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Carpenter.

Cuc. water district 
repaints huge tanks 


In an effort to make large 
two-million-gallon water 
reservoirs more 
aesthetically pleasing and 
blend with the surrounding 
hillsides, the Cucamonga 
County Water District has 
embarked on a program of 
repainting and landscaping. 

Although it is hard to hide 
a 32-foot-high tank, said 
George Blanchard, 
assistant general manager 
of the district the new color 
and landscaping will ‘‘just 
make it somewhat more 
pleasant.”’

The pian began in 1974 
with the Deer Canyon- 
Haven Avenue Project. 
That project consisted of 
building three new 
reservoirs and connecting 
pipes. It was at that time 
ideas for landscaping and 
blending colors first came 
about, Blanchard said. 

Grouse tan was a 
combination of ideas from 
several people in the 
district, Blanchard said. 
Water districts from San 
Diego to Santa Barbara 
were studied to find a 
theme that could be used in 
the foothills. 

Among the options 
considered were using a 
multi-color design or 
painting columns to make 
the tanks look like 
buildings. However, these 
ideas were too costly. 
Blanchard said, and the tan 
color was opted for. “‘It is 
as good or better anyway, ” 
he said. 


So far the district hasn't 
received any comment, pro 
or con, from residents 
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about the new color. But 


then there were no 
complaints about the old 
color either, Blanchard 


said 


“The only time people

call us is if they have a 
problem,”’ he said. 

The old coler on the tanks 
was green. 

The paint used is a gloss 


enamel which “really 
shines’’ after painting, 
Blanchard said. 

The district is not 
required to provide that the 
tanks be pleasing to look at 
and have landscaping 
around them, but 
representatives feel they 
have a responsibility to the 
community and the 
environment, Blanchard 
pointed out. 


First aid technique 


Steve Catte, first aid 
chairman for the Chaffey 
branch, American Red 
Cross, has announced that 
Red Cross certified 
instructors will soon 
include in their courses a 
new technique to aid 
choking victims. 

The technique, endorsed 
by both the American 
Medical Association and the 
American National Red 
Cross is called the 
‘‘Heimlich Maneuver” 
after its inventor, Dr. 
Henry J. Heimlich, director 
of surgery at the Jewish 
Hospital in Cincinnati. 

The technique was 


developed to respond to 
problems of obstruction of a 
person’s airway, usually by 
food, causing asphyxiation 
and possible death within 
minutes. The new 
procedure is designed to 
force air manually from the 
victim’s lungs to expel an 
obstruction, thus allowing 
normal breathing to 
resume, Catte said 
Stimulated by the work of 
Dr. Heimlich, Dr. Archer S 
Gordon, research 


physiologist, Department of 
Anesthesia, UCLA Medical

winning Czech film-maker Jan Kadar. It is a poignant, moving 
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comedy-drama of the most important year in the life of a 7-year-old 
boy in his relationships with family and neighbors and his complete 


devotion to an aging grandfather. 


Ever since Ted Allan’s short 
story, ‘Lies My Father Told Me,”’ 
first appeared in print in 1949, it has 
exerted a strong hold over a wide 
audience. 

Shortly after its appearance in 
print, Allan personally read it over 
the national radio network of the 
Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation. The story next became 
a radio play, written by Allan and 
twice produced for the CBC, first in 
1954 and again in 1968. ‘Lies My 
Father Told Me”’ also was heard as 
a radio play in England, Australia, 
New Zealand and in the United 
States. 

The story, however, did not take 
to radio and then quietly evaporate 
on the air waves. In almost no time, 
Allan's enterprise had transposed 
the story into a television play which 
was produced first in Canada, then 
in Britain and in 1964 in Ireland. Its 
literary perpetuation was assured 
by inclusion in two anthologies — 
Robert Weaver's ‘‘Canadian Short 
Stories’ and Mazo de la Roche's 
‘Northern Lights.”’ 

The story 

What kind of story is ‘Lies My 
Father Told Me” that can have such 
a direct and repetitive, universal 
appeal? 

‘Lies My Father Told Me’ is first 
of all a love story. The love that it 
studies and celebrates is that 
between a 6-year-old boy and his 


grandfather. The boy is innocent, 
passionate, impressionable and 
faithful. The grandfather is wise, 


constant and filled with the joy of 
living 

Every Sunday morning, unless it 
rained, David and his grandfather, 
his Zaida, would set out on their 
horse-drawn wagon in pursuit and in 
command of all the miracles and 
mysteries that could be found in the 
back lanes and open fields of 
Montreal in the 1920s. David's Zaida 
charted their course and David's 
beloved pet, the gentle, old horse, 
Ferdeleh, powered it. There, on the

wagon and through the alleys, they 
were the lords of their universe and 
together their voices, one high and 
thin, one old and deep, were raised 
in a triumphal chorus: ‘‘Rags! 
Clothes! Bottles!’’ In their 
closeness and their happiness they 
shouted this refrain to the houses, 
the sky, the world. 

Juxtaposed to this special, 
wonderful world was, to David, real 
life and its emissary, his father, an 
intrusion and an unwelcome 
distraction. His father understood 
money and worldly success, nothing 
more. As a result, he fabricated, 
exaggerated, lied. 

This is the bare premise of the 
story of ‘‘Lies My Father Told Me.” 
If the story has worn well for all of 
the people who have heard it over 
the past quarter-century, it has 
worn equally well for its author. Ted 
Allan is himself still susceptible to 
the magic of his tale. He sees the 
story as one of continuing 
illumination for himself. ‘‘Through 
all the metamorphoses of ‘Lies,’ he 
confides, ‘‘I have seen myself as 
now one, now another of the central 
characters. During the shooting of 
the movie, I felt myself to be 
simultaneously the boy that I 
actually had been and the 
grandfather that I worshipped. At 
the same time, I was each of the 
neighbors and the heroes. It was 
fascinating. An absolute trauma, 
but fascinating.” 

It was agreed that, while every 
attempt to re-create a full sense of 
the particular place and time of the 
setting would be made and while it 
was understood that the background 
of the story would be an authentic 
evocation of the downtown 
“immigrant” district of Montreal in 
the 1920s, the concentration and the 
intensity of the film would be 
focused on the relationship between 
David and his grandfather. 

Casting 

The critical casting decision was 

the selection of an actor to play the

grandfather. Jan Kadar, the 
director, approached Zero Mostel. 
Mostel was delighted with the script 
and cast of characters. Elementary 
schools and summer camps within a 
70-mile radius of Montreal were 
invaded by a small army of 
photographers in search of a small 
boy to play David. The most prosaic 
of sandbox and kindergarten 
scenarios were recorded on 
videotape and repeatedly 
scrutinized by a high-powered team 
of professional adults — with no 
luck. 

The young boy who plays David in 
“Lies My Father Told Me’ is 
Jeffrey Lynas, who lives in Toronto 
and who was found, not in a summer 
camp, but in a casting session in a 
smoky Toronto hotel room. 

Other casting decisions were less 
trying. Marilyn Lightstone was a 
“natural” for the role of the mother. 
Her strength as an actress had been 
tested in many demanding stage and 
film roles. In ‘‘Lies My Father Told 
Me,” her mobile features express 
and reflect all the trials and 
tendernesses felt by a young woman 
who is at once wife, daughter and 
mother 

Similarly, Len Birman was so 
right for the part of Harry Herman, 
who is David's father and the 
Zaida’s son-in-law, that author Ted 
Allan believes Birman’s delivery of 
the role has enriched Allan’s own 
knowledge and understanding of his 
father. 

Allan himself was persuaded to 
play the role of the revolutionary 
tailor, Baumgarten. Tiem and 
again, secondary characters were 
cast from an impressive fund of 
talented people who happily claimed 
to be re-creating their own family 
lives through their participation in 
in the production of the motion 
picture. The cast that emerged was 
confident — confident in the script, 
the director and in their own work.

You 
almost never ‘‘die of 
embarrassment,’ for 
instance. 

There’s a great deal of 


role- playing, too, as 
members of the group act 
out their problems and 
criticize each other’s 
determination. A cardinal 
rule is: Once you've begun 
to assert yourself, don’t 
back down. 

Script- writing, jotting 
down planned conversations 
in advance, is another 
technique that helps the 
‘‘trainee.’’ Not only does it 
help you anticipate and 
prepare for another 


person’s possible reaction. 
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it also helps you clarify 
what you hope to 
accomplish. 

The four elements to 
these scripts help you sum 
up your problem and find a 
solution. First describe the 
situation; next express your 
feelings; then specify what 
you want and ask for an 
agreement; and finally 
spell out the consequences 
of keeping or not keeping 
the agreement. It sounds 
simple — and it works!

Featured will be a tour of three 
typical mountain homes, village 
landmarks such as the Little Red 
Schoolhouse built in 1921 . the Mt.

On display will be a handmade 
quilt depicting scenes from Mt. 


Baldy Village. The quilt was made 
by village residents under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. William Mundkowsky 
and will be shown at the tour home 
belonging to Mr. and Mrs. Theodore 
Neufeld, second home of the tour. 
Also featured on the festive two 
days will be a large Christmas tree 
in the village center.

The Neufeld residence,. also on 
Baldy Road, was built by the 
owner in 1944. It was severely 
damaged by the flood of 1968 and 
1969 and was restored by Neufeld. 
The home features family antiques 
including a unique 18th century 
Spanish painting on a silk screen by 
Prades. There also is a large Italian 
tapestry by Marchetti, an unusual 
Japanese plate and a prize library 
collection belonging to the Neufeld’s 
son Dan, a senior at Yale Universi- 
tv. New Haven, Conn. Mrs. Gary 
Wilson assisted Mrs. Joseph West in 
decorating this home. 


Mt. Baldy Home Tour © 


The Hughes’ home is located at 29 
Bear Creek Canyon Drive and is 
situated up Bear Canyon along the 
creek. This home was completely 
emptied during the fire threat. The 


house formerly belonged to the 
Laudenslaughers and has been 
remodeled and enlarged by Hughes. 

The house features an octagonal 
room with open-beam ceilings, a 
skylight and other windows with 
stained glass. These windows were 
designed and built by Hughes and 
one includes a unique butterfly 
design. Mr. and Mrs. Hughes 
brought from Europe a solid brass- 
lever door handle from Luxem- 
bourg. lace curtains from Amster- 
dam and a skylight from Normandy. 
The skylight, Hughes carried around 
around Europe and on a plane in a 
suitcase 


An antique nickel-plated wood- 
burning parlor stove is used for cen- 
tral heating. In charge of decorating 
the home is Mrs. Ronald Smith 
assis\by Libby Poindexter. 


Walking shoes are advised for 
visiting this last home.
